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ABOUT THE WORK 

In terms of imagery, atmospheric and geological activity have been 
my sources; these sometimes benevolent, sometimes terrible facts of 
nature are near the edge of understanding, but constantly surprise 
- remaining fundamentally unpredictable. 

Wind, rain, storms, earthquakes are the products of forces which 
act without any real possibility of intervention. They are 
momentary evidence of unseen facts, reality temporarily compressed, 
compacted to the point of unavoidable comprehension - passing 
performances, demonstrations, reminders of inexorable power and 
limitations. They are analogies, on many levels, to human 
circumstances which continue to be at turns ordered, random, 
terrifying, delightful, personal, vast, inscutable. This is the 
subject of these pieces. 

Recently I have included photographs (tangible memory, evidence, - 
immutable facts of the past) in my sculpture. The intention of the 
work remains the same. The pictures are mine - I made them, I am 
in them, whether or not my image is present. They are there to 
concentrate meaning. These pieces are direct because they are 
specific. Now the human in these human circumstances is me. 
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ABOUT THE WORK (briefly) — 

Many of the formal features of my current work derive from a long-standing 
intrigue with the forms of paper as it is rendered three-dimensional by 
bending, folding, crumpling. Atmospheric phenomena and geological activity 
are image sources for this work. The manifestations of these huge natural 
forces are analogies, on many levels, to human characteristics and 
conditions. This is the subject of the recent 5TH WIND, DRY LINE LIFTING, 
MARITIME TROPICAL SHEAR, JULY FRONT, HIGH SPARK, BREATHLESS - FULL TILT SAN 
ANDREAS and UPPER DISTURBANCE - GROUND HAZARD. Most of these are of 
polystyrene, sometimes painted, sometimes not, with dimensions in the 
neighborhood of 1-1/2 to 5 feet. UPPER DISTURBANCE - GROUND HAZARD returns 
to the use of paper, now combined with brass linear elements in a way that 
allows larger size and reasonable durability. I foresee the possibility of 
increasing size which may require on-site installation pieces, as well as 
continuation of self-contained work.
